TELEGRAM TO GORKY 
DETAILS CONDITIONS 


Protection for American 
Relief Workers Must 
Also Be Guaranteed by 
Moscow Soviet. 


Washington, July 24.—American 
assistance to the starving and sick 
people of Russia can be given only 
upon the “immediate release of 
Americans now held prisoner in 
Russia,” according to Herbert 
Hoover, chairman of the American 
relief administration. 

Hoover has announced this policy 
in a telegram to Maxim Gorky at 
Petrograd. Gorky had f{ssued an ap- 
peal for American aid. The relief 
administration six months ago pro- 
posed measures for relief of Rus- 
sian children, subject to release of 
Americar prisoners, and in view of 
recent appeals from Russia has re- 
newed the offer. 

Other conditions set forth by 
Hoover are that the Moscow: soviet 
government give a direct statement 
to the relief administration repre- 
sentatives in Riga on the following 
points: . ae Sach 

Other Conditions. 

1. That there ts need of American 
assistance. 

2. That’ American representatives 
of the relief administration shall 
be given full liberty to come and 
go and move about Russia. 

8 That these members shall be 
allowed to organize the necessary 
local committees and local assist- 
ance free from governmental inter- 
ference. 

4, That they shall be given free 
transportation of imported supplies 
with priority over other traffic. 

5. That the authorities shall as- 
sign necessary buildings, equipment 
and fue) free of charge. 

6. That in addition to the im- 
ported food, clothing and mgdicine, 
the children and the sick must be 
given the same rations of such local 
supplies as are given to the rest of 
the population. 

7. That thé relief administration 
must have the assurance of nom- 
interference of the government with 
the liberty of all its members. 

Hoover Promises. 

Hoover promises that the relief 
administration will supply all per- 
sons alike, without regard to race, 
creed or social status and that its 
representatives in Russia will ab- 
stain from political activities. 

The conditions are in no sense ex- 
traordinary, Hoover pointed out to 
Gorky, having been accepted by 
twenty-three other nations where 
the administration has operated. 

Hoover said that once the condf- 
tions are met, including the release 
of imprisoned Americans, the relief 
administration and other American 


organizations would undertake im-» 


mediate aid. 

“we are today caring for 3,500,000 
children in ten different countries,” 
Hoover cabled, “and would be will- 
ing to furnish food, clothing and 
medical supplies to a million chil- 
dren in Russia.”

Senate Committee Plans 
to Get It Out Without 
Delay and Take Up New 
Lax Measure. os

Washington, July 24.—The senate 
finance committee this week will 
begin hearings on the permanent 
tariff bill, just passed by the house. 

A number of witnesses will be 
heard on important sections of the 
measure, but it is the intention of 
the committee to report out the bill 
with as little delay as possible, The 
extent to which the senate will 
make changes is not apparent, but 
many arecertain. The sections con- 
ferring “bargaining’’ power on the 
president are expected to receive 
closest scrutiny. 

The ways and means committee of 
the house, meantime, will proceed 
with all possible haste to draw and 
report out a new tax Dill. This 
will Be rushed through the house, 
as was the tariff bill, and when it 
reaches the senate, may be put 
ahead of the tariff because of the 
clamor. from business for some in- 
dication of the taxes it will be ex- 
pected to pay. e 

Distribution of Burden, 

The ways and means committee is 
proceeding on the broad principle 
that the amount of taxes to be rais- 
ed cannot be greatly decreased, but 
that the tax burden can be more 
equitably distributed, 

The Norris bill, which would create 
a hundred million dollar farm ex- 
port corporation, continues to be 
the unfinished business of the senate. 
The administration leaders are op- 
posing it vigorously, and will force 
a showdown with the agrarian 
group which is supporting it. 

The anti-beer bill, on which the 
senate has refused to Vote, will be 
pressed by Senator Sterling at ev- 
ery favorable opportunity, with the 
argument that it should be adopt- 
ed before the treasury issues reg- 
ulations that would permit the use 
of beer as medicine. Sengtors have 
displayed an unwillingnegs to limit 
the authority of physicians in pre- 
scribing, liquor, and the goading of 
‘~prohibitionists seems to have re- 
tarded rather than advanced the 
bill 


No Definite Recess Plan. 


Talk of a recess continues in the 
senate, but no definite plan for this 
has been submitted. Senators would 
like to suspend business ring the 
time the tariff bill is fore the 
finance committee, but the agrarian 
bloc and individual senators with 
measures which they consider im- 
portant want the senate to remain 
at work. President Harding has 
been reported as supporting the re- 
cess project, but there has been no 
official word from the white house 
supporting this.

Cooley, who is a butcher, and has 
been in business in Birmingham for 
eight years, coming here originally 
from Albany, Ga., stated tonight 
that as soon as he could wind up 
his business he would leave.

While one 
of the negroes was offering an '2x- 
planation, the man Deputy Yarbor- 
ough was holding broke free and 
before the officer could prevent it, 
a gun was thrust into his body and 
fired point-blank, the bullet taking 
effect in the officer’s abdomen.

As he passed Deputy Milam he 
fired at him, the bullet missing th 
mark for which it was intended and 
striking one of the negroes, Sidney 
Harris, who was being held by 
Deputy Smith. As the negro sank 
to the gorund, ‘the white man dis- 
appeared from view. 

Several shots were fired after him, 
but there was no evidence that any 
of the bullets took effect. 

Grady hospital was immediately 
notified and an ambulanc2 rushed 
to the scene, removing Deputy Yar- 
borough and th wounded negro to 
the hospital.

As the basis of this gen- 
eral sentiment, the legislators have 
the statement of Warden J. E. Smith 
that “the present conditions at the 
penitentiary are the worst of my 
fourteen years of administration.” 

Senator Dennis Fleming, of the 
Tenth district, who took a leading 
part in the probe, declared that he 
will hold a conference with Senator 
R. W. Campbell, of the Thirty- 
fourth, chairman of th senate pen- 
itentiary committee, Monday rela- 
tive to the proper steps to take to- 
ward introdycing legislation to have 
the prison commission impeached 
for dereliction of duty and removal 
of the warden on the sanr3 charge. 

Will Hold Conference. 

“As a matter of courtesy, it would 
be improper for mé@ to discuss the 
detaile I intend to present to the 
chairman,” said Mr. Fleming. “I

An open-air church service, amid 
the wooded hifNs of Maryland, a 
horseback ride, in. which a stream 
was forded twice and a eytins 
with rugged mountaineers’ who 
never before had talked to a presi- 
dent of the United States, were 
among Mr. Harding's experiences 
Sunday. 

Feeling in‘fine spirits as the re- 
sult of his week-end In the Out- 
doors, the presiednt returned to 
Washington .at 8 o’clock Sunday 
night. 

Takes Horseback Ride. 


Arising early Sunday morning 
from his tent in the camp of Thomas 
A, Edison, Henry Ford and Harvey 
S. Firestone, the president ate a 
camper’s breakfast of bacon and 
egges and-flapjacks. Saddled horses 
were awaiting the party when 
breakfast had finished, The presi- 
dent, who had ridden horseback Sat- 
urday for the first time since boy- 
hood, was surer of himself in. the 
second canter. This time the route 
led to a fair-sized creek. The 
leader of the party rushed his 
mount into the water and the preési- 
dent followed, fording the stream 
with apparent enjoyment. On re- 
turning, the sport was repeated. 

Before lunch, church services 
were held. Using an improvised 
platform as a pulpit, Bishop An- 
derson prayed for the president and 
preached a vigorous Methodist ser- 
mon.

| DR. BRYANT LECTURES 


RIPPED BY OWEN 


Atlantic City, N. J., July 24.—The 
federal reserve board effectively 


has abdicated its powers in favor of 
the bankers, according to Senator 
Robert I. Owen, of Oklahoma, re- 
garded as the father of the federa) 
score act, interviewed here Sun- 
ay. 

Senator Owen declared the bank- 
ers elect six out of nine.federal re- 
serve tank directors, and pointed 
out that bankers were interested in 
enhancing the value of the dollar 
and the selling value of credit. » 

Further, Senator Owen said the 
board had used its influence to 
bring about genefal and indiscrim- 
inate deflation, which had the ef- 
fect, he said, of impairing the gov- 
ernment’s credit. There were in- 
stanées, Owen said, in which the 
credit of legitimate business has 


been destroyed. 

“The board,” said Senator Owen, 
“was created to control, regulate 
and stabilize credit in the interests 
ef all people. Two years ago the 
board began to advise genera! and 
indiscriminate deflation. Some de- 
flation or credit restriction was 
necessary, but general deflation was 
not only unnecessary, but wholly 
unwise and ruinous to legitimate 
production. The board di@ not dis- 
tinguigh between inflation and ex- 
pansion, because the federal gov- 
ernment hdd issued some $25,000,- 
000,900. in bonds to save its very ex- 
istence. This was regarded as in- 
flation, and the banks, through the 
influence of the .federal ‘reserve 
board, sought to deflate this. 

“The man in productive enterprise 
was subject to the same restrictions 
as the man who merely was engaged 
in speculation and profiteering. The 
farmer raising live stock found it 
just as hard to get money to carry 
on his business as the’ speculator. 

“We are now paying the price for 
this mistaken policy in business 
stagnation all over the country.”

Washington, July 24.—Senator 
Spencer, of Missouri, has written a 
letter to Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner Blair, protesting against al- 
leged influence of the Anti-Saloon 
league in the appointment of pro- 
hibition enforcement officers. 

Spencer’s letter was written when 
he learned that one of the candi- 
dates for the job of prohibition di- 
rector in Missouri had promised to 
resign if his services were unsatis- 
factory to the league. 

“Such an abdication of authority 
is indefensible,” wrote Spencer. “To 
allow the state superintendent of 
the Anti-Saloon league, or any oth- 
er individual or official, to have ab- 
solute veto power upon  appoint- 
ments cannot be tolerated.”

| HEALTH TALKS | 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


THE PERILS OF A VACATION 
NO, 5. 

Besides being bitten by mos- 
quitoes, pestered by flies, chased by 
the cows, bitten by the dog, sun- 
burned, poisoned with ivy. infected 
by drinking polluted water and per 
haps ferdciously attacked by a wild 
rabbit, there is still the chance 0o 
being bitten by a snake while on & 
vacation. 

Venomous snakes (Yattlesnake, 
copperhead, moccasin) in this coun- 
try are pit-vipers, that is, they have 
a depression or pit over the lip be- 
tween the eye and the nostril; have 
triangular heads, with wide, mas- 
sive jaws (great muscular develop- 
ment of the jaws); ellipiceal pupils, 
and bodies comparatively thick in 
proportion to length. Harmless 
snakes have round heads, no pits, 


round pupils, and bodies compa-a- 
tively slender. Harmless snakes 
should not be killed, for they are 
destroyers of field vermin, and some 
of them, such as the black snake 
and bullsnake, will destroy véno- 
mous snakes. Venomous snakes are 
never found in or ‘on trees. The 
forked tongue of a snake is a diag- 
nostic implement, not a weapon. 
The poisonous snakes have two 
fangs attached to the upper jaw, 
and hinged so that ordinarily they 
lie horizontally against the upper 
jaw painting backward; they are 
erected to point downward and 
slightly forward when the snake ‘is 
angered or about to strike. Through 
the fahgs the venom or poison is 
injected from the venom sacs into 
the wound, on the principle of the 
hypodermic needle. A snake can 
strike something less than his own 
length, never more than his own 
length. 


Snakebites are by no means so 
frequently fatal as popularly imag- 
ined. Only rarely is the outcome of 


a venomous reptile’s bite fatal to 
a human being. The venom is a 
paralyzant in effect on the nervous 
system, used by a sluggish reptile 
in securing prey. If the snake has 
already bitten prey within a few 
hours, the second bite is likely to 
prove almost innocuous, for it takes 
many hours to reproduce venom 
once the poison sacs have been 
emptied. 

Little pain is felt by the victim of 
a snake bite, at least until the 
swelling of the part begins. After 
a few hours in severe cases gen- 
eral weakness, cold sweating, faint- 
ness and labored breathing develop, 
and in from 24 to 36 hours, as a 
rule, recovery is well under way 
In_-rare cases of extreme poisoning 
delirium or coma (unconsciousness) 
supervenes and death follows within 
a few days. But-in nine cases out 
of ten snakebite proves a compara- 
tively minor injury. 

The first aid in snakebite is 
vigorous sucking of the wound, by 
the victim or by another person. 


This involves no risk for the per- 
son sucking the wound, as the 
venom is not poisonous through the 
mouth. After a minute of this, the 
flesh should be cut freely open, 
about half an inch deep and an 
inch long, criss-cross, to promote 
bleeding. Or if the skin of the bit- 
ten part can be raised with the 
fingers, clip it out with scissors. 
Injection of a solution of five grains 
of potassium permanganate in an 
ounce of water, by hypodermic 
syringe, into the bitten part is a 
good remedy if available. Besides 
cutting into and sucking the wound, 
it is well to bind the arm or leg 
tightly with a handkerchief above 
the wound, and give stimulants 
such as strong coffee or aromatic 
spirits of ammonia if the patient 
becames faint, drowsy or weak.

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AGREEMENT FOUND 


Britain and France Iron 
Out. Differences in Re- 
gard to Sending Rein- 
forcements. 


Paris, July 24.—(By the Associat- 
ed Press.)\—A compromise has been 
effected between France and Great 
Britain regarding the Silesian issue 
as a result of new exchanges this 
afternoon. Premier Briand it was 
announced, will probably agree to a 
meeting of the swpreme council 
about the middte of the first week 
in August and withdraw his demand 
for a meeting of experts. . 

In return for this Great Britain 
has been asked to join with Franfice 
in requesting free passage through 
Germany of reinforcements. 

At an interview between Sir 
Cheetham, the British charge d’af- 
faires, and Philippe Berthelot, gen- 
eral secretary of the French foreign 
office, it was made clear that France 
strongly desired to eliminate the di- 
vergence of views betwe two 
countries, which, although it existed 
only as to procedure, was being ex- 
ploited by Germany. France still 
desired to send reinforcement to Si- 
lesia, it was explained, and Great 
Britain was urged to aek Berlin for 
assurances of safe transport. 

The meeting of the supreme coun- 
cil will be eld at Boulogne. or 
Paris. 


SURVEY SON TO BEGIN 
OF ROAD 0ST. SIMONS 


Brunswick, Ga, July 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—That the engineers who su- 
perintended the work upon the Al- 
tamaha bridges at Darien have been 
assigned to the task of surveying 
from 
a point near the city to St. Simons 
this new work next week, is stated 
by officials of the state highway de- 
partment, which is giving Glynn 
county this aid in the project, 

it is believed that about thirty 
days will be required for comple- 
tion of a survey of the site of this 
road. Included in the report of the 
engineers following the survey will 
be the best and most feasible route 
from the mainland to the island, the 
probable cost of two or three routes 
suggested, the number of bridges 
that will be necessary and other in, 
formation. 

That federal aid will be secured in 
the building of the road is the con- 
fident opinion expressed. by C. Miller, 
chairman of the board of county 
commissioners, who has just re- 
turned from Atlanta, where he con- 
ferred with the state highway offi- 
cials. He said that he talked over 
the matter with Engineer Neal. and 
others connected with the highway 
body, and that they assured him that 
the project was considered one Of 
the most important in the state, and 
that they were quite sure federal 
aid could be secured. 

Surveys made by engineers 5e- 
cured by a private company which 
was first organized to build the 
road, and out of whose hands the 
project was subsequently taken and 
entrusted tothe county, resulted in 
the estimate that the road could be 
constructed at a cost of less than 
$200,000, and that this sum would 
include two small draw bridges 
which would be necessary to reach 
the island. This estimate, however, 
provided that the construction of 
the road begin at a distance of 8 
miles through Brunswick. The state 
engineers will not only make thor- 
ough surveys ofthis proposed route, 
but will suggest others. starting at 
a point a great deal nearer Bruns- 


wick. . 

It is believed that aS soon as the 
state highway department submits 
a report, a road bond election will 
be ealled for the amount recom- 
mended as necessary, and there is 
little doubt that such an election 
was contemplated for this purpose 
by the county commissioners some 
time ago, but it was at that time 
suggested the new surveys be made, 
in order that other estimates upon 
the probable cost of the road might 
be secured.

“It is impossible to give prefer- 
enc? by legislation to one day over 
other days except upon religious 
grounds, and when we toueh the 
matter of religion we come to a 
point which the state has no right 
to decide.”
